Belle Glade to get 
new $18 million jail

Palm Beach County Com- 

missioners have instructed 
contractors to begin con- 
struction of a new $18 mil- 
lion jail in Belle-Glade. The 
commissioners said the 156 
bed facility is needed due to 
the fact the state prisons 
will begin to take fewer 
non-violent criminals in 
1994. . 
Even with 888 beds being 
empty at the county jail on 
Gun Club Road, the vote to 
begin cónstruction was won 
5-0. 

Barry Krischer, state 
attorney, said revisions in 
the state sententing guide- 
lines mean that 20 cent 
fewer criminals will be 
accepted into the state, 
prison system. 

This means that these 
offenders will be placed in 
county jails, or they will 
simply be let loose. 

These offenders will par- 
ticularly be burglars, drug 
dealers and other non-vio- 


] lent criminals. 


The state attorney made 
a prediction that the coun- 
ty's current bed space could 
be used up before 2000.  ' 

Mr. Krisher said, "The 
work the sheriff and I have 
done in controlling the jail 
population is about to come 
to an end. I cannot control 
these sentencing guide- 
lines." 


The $1 million to be used 
to construct the jail will 
come from a $260 million 
bond issue for court and jail 
expansions that .commis- 
sioners approved four years 
ago. 

The construction was 
postponed until 1991 in an 
effort to save the added cost 
of personnel and operating 
expenses, 5 

The task, however, will 
be complete in November 
1995. 

Palm Beach. County Sher- 
iff Richard Wille urges the 
completion of the new facili- 
ty and said, "You'll lodk 
back in three years and say 
it was a wise investment." 

Due to the extreme cost 
of the project, some commis- 
sioners voiced their dis- 
agreement.

When Zora Neale Hurston 
died a pauper in 1960, workers

But a deputy sheriff driving 
by saw the bonfire and stopped 
to investigate. He recognized 
the value of the documents, 
doused the flames with-a gar- 
den hose and rescued the 
author's papers from the fire. 

A year later, the six boxes of 
documents ended up at the 
‘University of Florida, ensuring 
safekeeping for the papers of 
the author of "Their Eyes Were 
Watching God" and "Mules and 
Men." 

The letters, photographs and 
unpublished manuscripts of 
one of the most noted black 
women writers were seldom 
used until the 1970s, when 
interést in her life and works 
surged. In the last dozen years

Their proposal was success- 
ful, and a company specializing 
in conservation treatment pre- 
served 278 pages of Hurston's 
personal correspondence. But 
six boxes of personal docu- 
ments await similar treatment, 
along with the manuscript of 
Hurston's unpublished novel 
"Herod the Great." 

"There are a couple thousand 
documents," Freund said. 
"Right now we can't let people 
use them or there wouldn't be 
anything left of them in-a very 
short while." 

The cost to complete the pro- 
ject could be as much as $6,000 
because of the painstaking pro- 
cess, in which the fragile 
papers are deacidified and 
sealed in a polyester film using 
ultrasonics. The film, called 
Mylar, provides protection 
from flooding, insects, mold, 
"just about anything except 
intentional damage," Freund 
said. But the treatment is 
expensive, at about $1 per 8 
1/2-by-I1-inch sheet. j
